It is believed that desertion 
will soon deplete the army of Aguinaldo 
to little or nothing.

Suites In One Year. 
Savannah, April 4.—In the Georgia 
State 
Baptist 
convention 
yesterday 
Judge George Hillyer, ex-mayor of At­ 
lanta, aud formerly on the superior 
court bench, presented a report from the 
committee 
on crime and lynchings. 
After reading the report, the judge gave 
some startling figures upon tho increase 
of crime, urging the consideration of 
the question upon the church and sug­ 
gesting that, as the law was slow, the 
legislative body be appealed to to note 
the facts aud figures and to urge action 
upon that body. 
Judge Hillyer said 
that in the United States there were 
more homicides than in Scotland, Eng­ 
land and Prussia. 
In 1894 there were 
5,000 homicides in the United States 
and in 1896 there were 10,000. 
In the 
past year more homicides were com­ 
mitted in the United States than men 
were killed in Cuba, aud more than fell 
at Gettysburg or in the Philippines. 
People were lasing confidence in the 
law’* slowness aud lack of interest in 
the public minds. 
The press has been 
remarkably quick in bringing the m at­ 
ter to tho attention of the public, but the 
ease with which verdicts are set aside 
in the courtroom aud the facility with 
which notorious criminals escape pun­ 
ishment have brought much of this 
about. 
The amount of crime is increas­ 
ing and it seems that tho criminal is the 
only one that has any rights. 
The peo­ 
ple lose confidence in the effectiveness 
of the law to punish criminals. 
Hence 
the increase in lynchings. 
Judge H ill­ 
yer said that although he had twice 
brought this m atter before the bar as­ 
sociation they had taken no action. 
He 
now appealed from the bar to the church 
to aid in correcting this great evil.
